A very short time after 
the heaviest tropical rain ceases this 
land is dry and ready to work 
Here 
is located a farm that was recently 


opened 
up, 
containing 
2,000 nian- 
zanas, or nearly 4,one acres, one-half 


of which is planted to bananas, and 


for which l am told the proprietors 
refused a bonus of $50,000. 
This is 
a pretty good margin on an 'invest­ 


ment of a little o ver $100,ouu Am er­ 
ican gold for one year. 
Down here a very large percentage 


of the circulating medium is U. S. 


gold and bills, 
and we 
are in the | 
habit of calling it Am erican gold. The 
great United Fru it Co. pays its 
em­ 
ployes in our money, amounting 
to 


some $300,000 per annum. 
The above 
farm lies prettily, sloping down to the 


railroad, and has its spur of track, 
and w ill undoubtedly pay its proprie­ 


tors four times that amount of bonus 
w ithin a few years. 
W h y go to the 


Klondyke when such results are at­ 
tainable here, amid flowers and sun­ 
shine, the year round? 
Tw o of the 


proprietors of this farm live in 
San 
Jo se and the third one on the farm. 
I know of one man who made a for­ 
tune in bananas and built him self a 


fine house in San Jose costing $50,000, 
and now he has 
gone 
back to his 
farm, claim ing 
th at he had better 


hoalth down there than in San Jose.

His struggles to get

The members of the banana 
fam ily that we are fam iliar with here 
are the plantain, red banana, guinea 
and the Chinese dwarf.

Fruit Co. is experi­ 
menting now, and it promises well. 
1 am particularly fond of the guinea, 
as it is slightly tart, like an apple. 


There is a world of other fruits that.

showing the white pulp, that is very 
delicious;

Th** “ anone” is 
something like your wild cucumber, 
and I am inclined to think they are 


related. 
It is very common here at 
all times and is quit« 
refreshing.

grows a.-- large or even larger than a 
man's two fists, and is filled with a 
white pulp in which is buried a few 
black seeds. 
W hen too ripe it is a

"sickish ” sweet, but when just
